Technology support 
works to resolve the 
issue.

Students at Cal State Long Beach 
have reported «problems receiving 
emails from professors via Beach- 
board. : 

Instructional Technology Support 
Services (ITSS) announced on Sept. 
19 that Beachboard was having a soft- 


ware problem related to the delivery of 
emails. 

“We are working closely with the 
vendor’ to -resolve the matter. We 
sincerely apologize for the inconve- 
nience,” ITSS said. : 

Leslie Kennedy, director. of ITSS, 
said the problem is resolved, and the 
company is working to avoid future 
problems. 

“We are monitoring the delivery and 
delays of the email, and we keep con- 
tacting the vendors every day on these 
issues,” she said. 

Associate professor Andrew Jenks 
of the history department said he 
encountered problems with Beach- 


Board’s email functions. 

“J want to keep my records of email 
in case of protesting grades from stu- 
dents, but they didn’t let me,” Jenks 
said. “My students got my email days 
after — up to five days after I sent them 
out Rae 
Junior journalism major Steve Han 
said he also experienced email delays 
with BeachBoard. He forwarded his 
CSULB email, or BeachMail account, 
to his own email-address, but didn’t 
receive emails from his professors be- 
cause the messages went straight to his

CSSA says 
exec pay is 
‘up in the.air’ 


In response to the 
SDSU president, one 


bill proposes capping - 


presidents’ annual 
salaries at $300,000.

The California State Student As- 
sociation*has not taken a stance on 
executive compensation and is not rec- 
ommending that student governments 
take a stance either. 

Ever since San Diego State Presi- 
dent Elliot Hirshman was awarded 
$400,000 salary, $100,000 more than 
his predecessor, the topic of executive 
compensation has become controver- 
sial. 


ton said, because there are about five 
bills currently in California Legisla- 
ture tackling executive compensation, 
it is too soon to see if issues will be re- 
solved by Legislature or the Cal State 
University. CSSA has not expressed 
support for any of the bills. : 

“Right now, we are watchifig the 
bills because they are subject to 
change,” Washington said. 

Numerous bills were written during 
the extraordinary session that was de- 
signed by Gov. Jerry Brown to address 
the fiscal emergency. Most of them 
would prohibit the Trustees from ap- 
_ proving higher compensation for CSU 
executive officers in a year where tu- 
ition has been increased. One bill, AB 
39 x1, would cap campus presidents’ 
salaries at $300,000 a year. 

Washington said it is likely the bills 
will consolidate into one bill. 

For the moment, Washington said he 
would not recommend the Associated 
Students Inc. Senate to take a stance 
on executive compensation because 
“the process itself and where it’s going 
to go is kind of up in the air.” - 

Washington said the Hirshman inci- 
dent was responsible for bringing forth 
a public discussion about how campus 
executives were chosen as well as how

Police say they 
try to be friendly, 
understanding to 
skateboarders.

Skateboarding on campus is not al- 
lowed anywhere, according to campus 
regulations; however, skateboarders 
can be seen rolling through campus 
sidewalks every day. 

Cal State Long Beach’s campus is 
5,101,896 square feet, and some stu- 
dents use skateboarding as a conve- 
nient way to get around the massive 
campus. Most students who skate- 


board on campus know it is not al- 
lowed, but they do it anyway. 

“The rules say; technically, there 
is no boarding allowed but it is such 
_a good way to get around and all the 
parking lots are far away from my 
classes,” senior biology major Sabrina 
Ramos said. 

Students mostly use their skate- 
boards to get from the parking lots to. 
class, rather than to do tricks. 

According to Long Beach mu- 
nicipal code and campus regulations, 
skateboarding on campus is not per- 
mitted because skateboards do not 
have a “mechanism for steering.” 
Many students walking on campus do 


not seem to mind the other students . 


skateboarding around them. 

“Tt doesn’t bother me,” junior Laura 
Kraienhorst said. “They just-need to 
watch out when it’s crowded.” 


Most skateboarders on campus use 
their boards primarily as.a way to get 
around, but there are some who weave 
their way dangerously through crowds 
and skate fast down hills. 


“There are quite a few reckless 


people, but, for the amount of people 
on skateboards, it’s not that many,” 
Ramos said. “The reckless ones ruin 
it for everyone else.” 

Skateboarding accidents on cam- 
pus happen occasionally, yet this does 
not stop regular student skateboarders 
like Ethan Cure: 

He continues to ride even after wit- 
nessing other boarders colliding with 
pedestrians. : 

“Some people suck at riding and 
I’ve seen people get hit,”.Cure said. 

Attempts by University Police to 
stop skateboarding on campus have 
chad little impact on students and it is

difficult for them to stop every student 
on a skateboard. Students usually re- 
ceive a verbal warning first and then a 
citation if stopped again. 

Lt. Scot Willey deals with skate- 
boarders using a non-official “wheels 
on the ground” policy. Police try to be 
as friendly and understanding of com- 
muters on skateboards as possible, but 
if they see someone doing “any type 
of tricks; causing damage or being 
reckless” a citation-is usually given, 
according to Willey. 

Safety is the police’s main concern 
when dealing with -skateboarders, 
Willey said: They have been stepping 
up enforcement lately and stopping 
people ona daily basis. 

“We are stopping more than usual,” 
Willey said.

Students 
recycle for 
additional 
income 


Students and the Long 
Beach community 
recycle for money, 

as opposed to the 
environment.

Cal State Long Beach students are 
frequenting the Associated Students 
Recycling Center on campus to gain ex- 
tra cash in response to the high unem- 


ployment rate, high tuition rates, high | 


gas prices and an overall poor economy. 

“I commute from Riverside, and 
gas is killing me right now,” sopho- 
more Jesse Sanchez said. “So, instead 
. of throwing my bottles in the bins on 
campus, I save them, plus collect the 
ones from home so I can get some gas 
money.” 

The recycling center began as a do- 
nation infrastructure more than 40 
years ago. The center generates a lot of 
volume from students, but the major- 
ity of consumers, who exchange recy- 
clables for money, are homeless and un- 
der the poverty level, according to Lee 
Johnson, recycling coordinator. 

However, unless it is in massive 
amounts, recycling does not produce a 
significant amount of money. In addi- 
tion to students recycling for environ- 
mental reasons, some said they were 
raised to always recycle and developed 
a good habit from it. 

CSULB student Danielle Carson, 
who currently lives in the dorms on 
campus, visited the recycling center for 
the first time this weekend. 

“When I lived at home, I recycled all 
the time,” Carson said. “My dad likes 
to make money off it. It’s kind of like 
a family effort. It’s definitely a great 
cause, and it’s a good way to make some 
extra cash.”

said. “I realized its beneficial to save 
them for a weekly beer fund.” 

The city states that, if the consumer 
is turning in more than 50 containers 
for recycling, their refund is accounted 
by weight. If the consumer has 50 con- 
tainers or less, they have the choice to 
count them out, and their refund is ac- 
counted by each individual container. ° 

The recycling center.uses large yel- 
low bins, which resemble a cylindrical 
trash can, in order to sort out all recy- 
clable containers. It is the consumer’s 
obligation to separate and sort the con- 
tainers from aluminum, glass and PET 
plastic, and it is the job of the student 
employees to weigh or count them. 


Ideally, a consumer would accumu- 
late more money if they turned in large 
amounts of containers and accounted 
them by weight. 

Student employees at the recycling 
center said students may gain a higher 
refund if their cans are crushed. 

According to Paul Alvarez, a student 
employee who’s been working at the 
center for three years, a full yellow bin 
of non-crushed cans will weigh out to 
about 6-7 pounds, and a consumer can 
collect about $9. If the cans are crushed, 
however, a full yellow bin will weigh 
out to‘about 12 pounds, and produce 
about $20 — almost twice the amount 
of a bin with non-crushed cans. 
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Engineers to debut 3-D printer 


The printer creates 
. true-to-life models 
for prototypes.

The College of Engineering will 
soon have a new 3-D printer, allowing 
students and faculty to create models 


~ of their work using plastics and other 


types of materials. 

The Objet 30 printer is a newer, 
better version of the engineering de- 
partment’s current 3-D printer, ac- 
cording to Hamid ‘Hefazi, mechanical 
and aerospace engineering chair. 

The. mechanical and aerospace 
engineering department (MAE) will 
use the printer in a number -of re- 


quired courses that focus on comput- 
er-aided design and computer-aided 
manufacturing. Students working on 
design projects such as gearboxes, 
automobile parts, rocket parts or air- 
plane parts will complete their mod- 
els using the printer. It works layer by 
layer to build a functional 3-D model 
part after the dimensions are created 
using computer software. 

“The printer, aside from being 
more accurate, uses a different type 
of material to build the part,” Hefazi 
said. “The parts built by the previous 
printer were not really functional. 
This one uses plastic, and you can 
actually use the part. It’s functional.” 

The printer is also faster than older 
models, which will improve the lab 
capabilities. The printer was pur- 
chased using a $50,000 grant from

they were compensated for their ef- 
forts. 

While CSSA has not publicly an- 
nounced’ a stance on the issue of 
compensation, it has, according to 
Washington, taken solid ground on 
the issue of procedure. 

On Sept. 21, the Board of Trustees 
voted that presidential. candidates 
would no longer be required to visit 


their prospective campus. Instead, the 
task would be optional. 

“We took the stance that we wanted 
to have it as open to students as pos- 
sible,” Washington said. 

CSSA and ASI are concerned that 
making the campus visit optional 
would réduce the amount of student 
representation in choosing the cam- 
pus president. 

ASI has not drafted any resolutions 
regarding executive compensation or 
policy yet, according to ASI President 
Lucy Nguyen.

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Business students to vote on upgrades | Student Republicans — 
plan ‘racist’ bake sale 


An online survey 
will ask students 
their opinions on 
new furniture for the 
business building.

Students under the College of Busi- 
ness Administration (CBA) may be 
able to decide whether new workspace 
and furniture will be added to the CBA 
building via an online survey that will 
be sent out to students by the first week 
of October. 

The survey will ask CBA students 
about their opinions on the building’s 
resources and study area. 

Academic Senators Jose Espeleta 
and Te-Kai Shang are currently final- 
izing their survey with CBA Dean Mi- 
chael Solt. They hope to rally students 


‘to support change in the CBA. 

After the survey results are gathered, 
Shang and Espeleta will present the is- 
sue to the Academic Senate as a “key 
issue.” 

Espeleta said he does not expect 
ASI.to immediately award substantial 
grants to the CBA. Instead, Espeleta 
hopes for ASI’s support in searching 
for furniture donors from retailers or 
the general Long Beach community. 

Shang and Espeleta’s plan for im- 
proving the CBA began three weeks 
ago with the guidance of Sen. George 
Lam and Jeane Caveness, the assistant 
dean of students for the office of equity 
and diversity. 

“T kept asking [students], ‘Hey, do you 
have enough study area? What do you 
do when you don’t have enough study 
area?’’’ Espeleta said. “We only have 
the computer lab and two tables outside 
the building, a couple of benches in the 
middle, but not enough space for our stu- 
dents to actually get our work done.” 

Espeleta said that, with little space at 

. the CBA building to sit, business ma- 


jors and minors migrate off campus, or 
to the University Student Union. 

According to Espeleta, business stu- 
dents do not socialize with one another 
as often as students on upper-campus 
might. He said many never learn of 
the CBA’s resources through word of 
mouth, such as the Corporate Mentor- 
ing Program. 

Ennio Mojica, a business major‘and 
sophomore transfer student, said he 
is fully aware and satisfied with the 
CBA’s educational recourses. On the 
other hand, he sees room for physical 
improvement. 

“T wish there were tables right here to 
read a book,” Mojica said while sitting 
in the CBA courtyard. “The courtyard 
should have tables much like the one 
outside of the University Library.” 

Espeleta said he hopes the survey 
will also raise awareness of the college 
senators’ influence on campus. 

“We represent you, your best inter- 
est in student government and try to 
fix those problems that you have,” Es-. 
peleta said. 


SAN FRANCISCO (MCT) — A 
student group at the University of 
California, Berkeley, is stirring both 
support and outrage. nationwide over 
its planned Tuesday bake sale that has 
priced items according to a buyer’s 
race, ethnicity and sex. 3 

The satirical event — titled the 

_ Increase Diversity Bake Sale — is a 
reprise of similar cookie sales on col- 
lege campuses by Republican clubs 
over the years. It was scheduled to 
counter another student-led effort 
urging Gov. Jerry Brown to sign a bill 
to allow California’s public universi- 
ties to consider race, ethnicity and 
gender in student admissions, as long 
as no preference is given. 

Leaders with the Berkeley College 
Republicans said their intent was to 
highlight the impropriety of basing 
decisions on race or gender. The sale, 
according to a posting on Facebook, 
will offer five pricing levels, with pas- 


tries described as “White/Caucasian” 
going for $2, “Asian/American Amer- 
ican” for $1.50, “Latino/Hispanic” for 
$1, “Black/African American” for 75 
cents, and “Native American’ for a 
quarter. 

A 25-cent discount will be offered 
to women. 

“If you don’t come, you’re a racist,” 
said an announcement late last week 
publicizing the event. 

Alfredo Mireles Jr, a UC San 
Francisco nursing student who sits 
on UC’s Board of Regents, issued a 
statement criticizing the sale as “a 
common stunt performed by college 
Republican groups to protest affirma- 
tive action policies.” Student clubs at 
UCLA, Berkeley and elsewhere host- 
ed similar events in 2003 — provok- 
ing similar protests and allegations 
that the organizers were racist.

This printer is also faster and more 
accurate than older models. It is an ex- 
pansion of the rapid prototyping labo- 
ratory. . 

“Up to now, what you would do is you 
would design a model and see it on the 
computer, but you didn’t have an actual 
physical model to see how it works and 
functions,” Hefazi said. “This device, 
the 3-D printer, actually makes a physi- 


cal model of your computer design.” 
Rapid prototyping the technique 
used to quickly create a model using 
data from a computer-aided design pro- 
gram, which is how the printer func- 
tions. The MAE department is in the 
process of expanding the lab, according 
to Hefazi. 2 
“Rapid prototyping is an emerging 
technology of tremendous potential,” 
Hefazi said in a press release. “By fund- 
ing the MA, sE department’s acquisi- 
tion of this additive-manufacturing 
system, DENSO has empowered our 
faculty and students with the ability to 
engage in state-of-the-art research and 
development projects in this arena.” 
The DENSO North America Foun- 
dation . was established in January 


2010, as an extension of the DENSO. 


Corporation in Japan. The foundation 
awards grants to colleges and univer- 
sities throughout North America in an 
effort to advance higher education in 
engineering and related programs, and 
to develop a skilled and knowledgeable 
workforce.

The streaming, which was 
once just a bonus for Netflix users while they waited 
for their mailers, is now even more popular than the 
mailers themselves.

Most of 
the people who stayed are going to stick with Netflix 
and ditch Qwikster. 

For college students, the streaming-only option 
is the obvious choice. Most college students don’t 
have a permanent living situation so the mailers are 
a hassle. It makes more sense for dormers to abstain 
from getting Netflix DVDs sent to their dorm rooms. 

Unfortunately, this move toward streaming is 
going to cause a gap in what we are able to watch. 
Blockbuster stores are becoming increasingly hard 
to find, and RedBox kiosk rental services only carry 
new releases. Any movie that is over one-year-old 
and is not on Netflix streaming will be nearly impos- 
sible to watch. 

The Netflix streaming selection is still far from 
complete. Almost none of the films are new re- 
leases, and the selection they do have is completely 
random. They have some quality television shows 


like “Breaking Bad” and “Mad Men,” but they are missing a lot of

Facebook's newest updates may result in its loss of popularity

media era. First we saw MySpace, then Facebook, 
Twitter, and now Google+. But, just as MySpace 
did, it seems that Facebook might be nearing 
the end of its reign over every other networking 
website due to its recent updates. 

According to the Facebook website, there are 
more than 800 million Facebook users around the 
world, and many of those users were greeted with 
significant changes when they logged into their 
Facebook account last week. 3 

Among other changes, Facebook’s new “time- 
line” was met with mixed feelings. Some felt it 
wasn’t a big deal; however, others — and many, 
many others, I mean — felt the exact opposite. 

“The social network will now serve for each 
person who uses it as a chronological catalogue of 
events on a line, leading inevitably to death. This 
is the feature which has gotten the most attention 
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...” Washington Post’s Laura June wrote. 

The “timeline” feature depicts every up- 
date, tag, post and photo as a user’s “story,” as 
explained by June. The feature also reminds each 
user of what his or her status was exactly one or 
two years prior, something that some users might 
rather not be reminded of. _ 

The new “news feed” highlights stories Face- 
book deems would be “impor- 
tant” to you. This means stories 
about people Facebook thinks 
you’re most interested in. Who 
knows whose news feeds have 
my stories highlighted; kind of a creepy thought. 

“Facebook has finally done it,’ Mashable’s 
Ben Parr wrote. “It’s just a few updates away now 
from euthanizing the concept of privacy.” 

Even more, you can now reduce your friends 
down to who is your “close friend” and who is 
your “acquaintance.”

On Google+, you are able to “follow” people 


— including celebrities — just as you can on 


Twitter. However, anything besides a Google+ 
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reserves the right to edit letters for publication in regard to space. 


user’s posts cannot be seen, unless you have been 
added to his or her “circle of friends.” 

“To add a contact, you must designate one or 
more circles for that person,” CBS reports. “... 
New circles can be added simply by renaming the 
blank circle Google provides in its array. Circle 
options are used as a simplified communication 
and privacy method once you begin posting.” 

Instead of having to go through your hundreds 
of friends on Facebook and designate each one 
of them a category, Google+ forces you to do so 
immediately after a friend is added, that way each 
circle remains organized right when a new friend 
is added. 

It’s only time before Facebook eventually 
finds itself in social network history, along with 
MySpace. Hopefully Google+ doesn’t fall into the 
same dark hole.

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Death penalty may not be perfect, but it should still be put to use 


If anyone deserved to be executed by the state, 
it was Lawrence Russell Brewer. In 1988, Brewer, 
along with two other men, tied James Byrd —a 
black man — to a truck and dragged him until 
his head and limbs were detached from his body. 
On Sept. 21, Brewer was executed by the state of 
Texas, and I doubt anybody shed a single tear for 
him. ae 

That is, anybody: except all the anti-death pen- 


alty activists who have come out of the woodwork — 


to protest his execution, among others. 

Recently, someone made a post on Facebook, 
saying that we need to “mourn” the execution 
of Brewer. This-was a poor use of terminology 
first of all, because you cannot mourn an abstract 
term like execution, but I know what this person 
was trying to say. What she.was saying was that 
the death penalty is an antiquated punishment 
that doesn’t do anything good for society and — 
like most anti-capital punishment beatniks,-she 
invoked the often-used expression that this only 
teaches us to believe in “an eye for an eye.” 

My question is, what’s wrong with that? 

At what point does a crime become so heinous 
and malevolent that it becomes justifiable to put

But the fact of the matter is that some people just 

need to die, and Brewer was one of them. 

The main problem is that people are on 

death row for too long and end up costing 
the state more than a normal prisoner 
does. According to Richard Dieter 

— Executive Director of the Death 
Penalty Information Center — _ 
the typical convict costs around 
$25,000 to keep in prison, while 
the average death row inmate can 
total up to double of that. 

- Court appeals and other 
processes elongate the time that a 
prisoner spends on death row, so 
while the actual cost of the lethal 

injection can be a few hundred, 

the total cost balloons 
because of the way the 
system works. 

This is unac- 
ceptable. Being a 
prisoner does have 
its occupational 
hazards, which in- 


someone to death? Should we “mourn” the deaths 
of all the Nazi war criminals sentenced to hang 
by a military tribunal after World War II as 
well? Would the anti-capital punishment 
crowd have preferred life in prison for 
them? They only murdered séveral 
million, after all. And what about 
Osama Bin Laden? Was his death 
not justified? 

I’m not saying the death pen- 
alty doesn’t have its fair share 
of problems, because it does. 
People are unfairly executed, 
like in the case of Troy Davis,

cludes maltreatment by officers inside the prison, 
but by and large, prisoners get some good benefits 
in the form of a dental plan, health care, and other 
amenities. Does someone serving life in prison 
really need to have better dental care than I do? I 
don’t think so. This all contributes to the cost of 
keeping prisoners locked up. 

Totally unrepentant for his actions up to the 
day he died, Brewer was quoted as saying, “As far 
as any regrets, no, I have no regrets. No, I’d do it 
all over again, to tell you the truth.” Completely 
devoid of any redeeming qualities, the man was a 
leech on the system and his execution makes the 
world a better place, if only slightly. 

The death row process is definitely in need of 
an upgrade, but to do away with it completely” 
would be the wrong way to go. Yes, some people 
need to be disposed of, and the state of Texas did 
just that with Brewer. 

“An eye for an eye” is a convenient, Aesop’s 
fables way of condemning the death penalty. But 
no matter how you cut it, the end does justify the 
means.

The California Repertory Company 
literally starts off with a bang from the 
atomic bomb with Carson Kreitzer’s 
“The Long Song of J. Robert Oppen- 
heimer.” 

Theoretical physicist J. Robert Op- 
penheimer is known for creating the 
most powerful weapon of the 20th 
century through his leadership in the 
Manhattan Project. This top-secret 
government experiment ended World 
War II, saved lives across the globe and 
ultimately led to the surreal complexi- 
ties of Oppenheimer’s life. 

In T.S. Elliot’s poem,: “The Love 
Song of J. Alfred Prufrock,” a man, 
who had the will to explore the uni- 


verse and all its complications, is 
shunned by the criticisms of the rest of 
the world. 

In “The Love Song of J. Robert Op- 
penheimer,” fuses these the of scientific 
history, mythology and the poetic truth 
of how society plays a pivotal role in the 
alterations of one’s life. 

Throughout this 
production, Kre- 
itzer is able to depict 
the war from the 
perspective of Op- 
penheimer’s intri- — 
cate mind. The play 
shows how Oppen- 
heimer deals with 
the elaborate outside 
elements of his life, 
such as the women 
who challenge his ev- 
ery move, the Jewish 
scientists involved in 
the Manhattan Project and, finally, the 
accusations pressed upon him for being 
a communist. All the while, the seduc- 
tive mythical temptress, Lilith (Cecily 
Overman), represents his conscience. 
She taunts him by questioning every 
decision, idea and regret that he makes. 

According to Jewish mythology, Li-

An old-fashioned theme adorns the 
walls of the West Gatov Gallery with 
large colorful canvases, textured oil 
paintings and images of workshops and 
craftsmanship this week. A studént solo 
show, titled “The Workshop,” is on dis- 
play as part of this week’s student art 
galleries. 

Jacqueline Gutierrez, a sixth-year 
fine arts and Italian double major, pres- 
ents a collection of rustic still-lifes and 
textured imagery inspired by her expe- 
rience abroad in Italy. 

“This experience came up in my 
head a lot,” Gutierrez said. “I had to re- 
member what is driving me, the image 
and the experience go hand in hand.” 

The large canvases appeal to the eye 
with its color and texture. Clearly vis- 
ible brushstrokes and blends of color 
guide the audience’s eyes across the 


painting. With the hard edges, the view- 
er experiences the difference between 
the background and the boat, the shelf 
and the tools in the foreground. 

Gutierrez experiments with the light 
in the painting by showing exposure 
and shadows in different areas of her 
pieces. The light in each piece puts fo- 
cus on the subject of the painting when 
the light is drawn to it. 

Gutierrez’s inspiration for this col- 
lection is drawn from a 95-year-old Ital- 
ian boat craftsman, named Tonino, who 
is in search of an apprentice to succeed 
him in his craft. She intends to convey 
the experience of watching the crafts- 
man at work and the workshop itself 
through her paintings and drawings. 

“My experience in Italy, what 
[Tonino] was showing me, is what in- 
spired the collection,’ Gutierrez said. 
“Tt’s an intimate telling of tradition.” 

Each painting expresses a dream- 
like memory of the work and the tools 
that go into building something. The 
paintings have a taste of what someone 
would find in a traditional workshop — 
full of tools that serve a purpose in the 
preservation of an old-fashioned craft. 

“T love to paint,” Gutierrez said. “I 
love being able to convey a feeling, a 
sense of place, and emotion. It’s fun.”

Gutierrez said her passion motivates 
her to continue to create works of art.

In this particular collection, she 
chose to glorify the hard work and 


drunken house-wife, Kitty (Sarah Un- 
derwood Saviano). Although she is 
understanding with her husband on the 
matter, Saviano expresses loud, inebri- 
ated anger towards the military official 
who accuses her husband of disclosing 
top-secret information to her.

Women’s soccer 
will open Big West 
play on the road 
against UC Santa © 
Barbara.

The Long Beach State women’s 
soccer team will be looking to 
keep the ball rolling as it heads 
into the start of Big West Confer- 
ence play on the road against UC 
Santa Barbara at 7 p.m. 

The 49ers (7-3-1), which are on 
a three-game winning streak, are 
heading into’ conference action 
with the same record as last year. 
However, the ‘Niners have reason 
to be more confident this season 
because they lead the Big West in 
points (78) and goals scored (26). 

LBSU, which has faced six op- 
ponents who qualified for the 2010 
NCAA Tournament, has 12 more 
goals than it did this time last year 
and is on pace to break its single- 
season record of 44 set in 2008. 

“We are feeling great and can’t 
wait to start playing [Big West 
Conference opponents],” said se- 
nior defender Nicole Hubbard, 
who has scored four of her five 
goals in the last two games. “We 


had a tough nonconference sched- 
ule, but it helped us prepare for 
conference games.” 

The 49ers have three players 
who are ranked in the top 10 in 
two major offensive categories, 
namely forward Nadia Link who 
leads all players with 10 goals and 
24 points. 

. The ‘Niners’ first opponent, 
UC Santa Barbara (5-5-2); has 
struggled offensively, . ranking 
second to last in points (31), goals 
(12), and goals allowed (15) in the 
Big West. 

The last meeting between the 
49ers and Gauchos resulted in a 
3-1 victory for LBSU. 

However, the Gauchos are com- 
ing off a 1-0 upset of San Diego 
State — a team that the 49ers 
played to a draw two weeks ago. 

Tabbed to win the Big West in 
a preseason poll by the confer- 
ence’s coaches, UC Irvine (7-2-1) 
is ranked 18th in TopDrawerSoc- 
cer.com’s recent poll, and is seem- 
ingly the biggest roadblock stand- 
ing in LBSU’s quest for a Big West 
crown. 

UCI has been up and down in 


the Top 25 NSCAA poll, ranking 


as high as 15th. The Anteaters 
leading goal scorer, Natalia Le- 
dezma, ranks first in shots taken 


~ (40) and 3rd in goals (6) and points 


(15) in the Big West. As a team, 
UCI is also is tied for 2nd in least 
number of goals allowed in the 
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conference (11) this season. 

The 49ers dropped a 1-0 deci- 
sion to UCI in conference play last 
season before returning the favor in 
the Big West Tournament Champi- 
onship. 

The Anteaters, however, re- 
corded a pair of impressive wins 
over then-No, 25. Portland and San 
Diego last weekend and lead .the 


49ers by a half game in the overall 
~ standings. 


Another opponent who _ has 
played well in nonconference play 
is the UC Davis Aggies (6-3). 

The Aggies’ goalkeeper Ma- 
tia Magana has only allowed five 
goals on the season with a .839 
save percentage to go with five 
shutouts. 


If that wasn’t enough, the Ag- - 


gies were the last team in the Big 
West to defeat the 49ers in their 
regular-season conference finale 
last year. . 

Cal Poly San Luis Obispo (6-4- 
1) and the University of the Pacific 
(6-4) are also potential threats to 
the 49ers, with both teams having 
dangerous offensive power. Pacific 
and Cal Poly are 2nd and 3rd, re- 
spectively in goals and points in 
the Big West. Pacific leads the Big 
West with six shutouts, having re- 
corded one in each of its victories. 

The Mustangs, which are com- 
ing off a 3-2 overtime loss to Fres- 
no State will face the 49ers at San 
Luis Obispo on Sunday at | p.m. 
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Senior defender Nicole Hubbard (22) has scored four of her five goals this season 
in the 49ers last two games, moving her into LBSUss top 10 all-time scorers. 
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
